DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Newly submitted claims are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The original 
claims were drawn to a fluid which had spacer activity, examinable in class 507. Newly 
submitted claims are drawn to a composition which can be a wellbore cement classified 
in class 106. The claims to a spacer did not require, the specified search in class 106 
for cements, as now required by the current claims. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 33, 40-47, 49-55, 58, 61, 62, 65, 106, 
1 10-121 , 125-132, 134-137 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821 .03.
